FOR  those  of  you  who  love  flowers  but  have  never  yet  grown  Peonies,  there  is  a  world 
of  pleasure  awaiting  you.  If  you  do  not  now  have  a  flower  garden,  but  aspire  to 
have  one  some  day,  a  few  Peonies  planted  this  fall  will  make  a  splendid  beginning, 
and  will  each  year  give  you  ever  increasing  pleasure  and  enjoyment.  Not  until  you  grow 
these  gorgeous  flowers  yourself  can  you  know  of  the  rapturous  pleasure  of  watching  the 
development  of  the  seemingly  insignificant  bud  into  a  marvelously  beautiful  bloom,  and  of 
the  enjoyable  sensation  and  thrill  of  cutting  these  exquisite  flowers  for  the  house  or  for 
your  acquaintances. 


THE  PEONY  -  Rival  of  the  Rose 

1IKE  many  other  plants  intensely  interesting  because  of  their  charming  blooms,  the 
j  Peony  of  today  is  the  most  showy  decorative  plant  we  have,  rivaling  the  rose  in  charm. 
We  offer  in  this  wonderful  collection  1  2  of  the  finest  varieties  that  have  responded 
to  modern  culture. 


Hardy  and  Long-Lived 

Peonies  are  easy  to  grow,  perfectly  hardy  and,  when  established  in  the  garden,  become  a  per¬ 
manent  subject  in  the  landscape.  They  bear  large  and  showy  flowers  of  a  great  range  of  colors. 
Some  are  delicately  scented,  proving  themselves  to  be  ideal  for  cut  flowers.  There  are  several 
varieties  in  this  collection  that  are  fragrant. 

Variety  of  Uses 

The  Peony  is  fine  as  a  specimen  plant,  for  massing,  for  borders,  for  cover  in  front  of  shrub¬ 
bery,  and  is  one  of  the  very  best  low  hedging  plants.  It  gives  color  and  variety  to  every  form  of 
landscape  decoration.  It  is  hardy  in  almost  any  climate  and  any  soil,  is  easily  established  and 
requires  little  care;  is  free  from  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests. 


Planting  and  Cultivating  Peonies 

Peonies  require  a  reasonably  fertile,  well  drained  soil  and  should  have  full  sun  at  least  half  of 
the  day.  Peonies  do  not  bloom  well  in  a  shady  location,  so  plant  them  in  an  open  space,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  where  they  will  have  plenty  of  sunshine.  They  should  never  be  planted  in  soil  where 
Peonies  have  been  grown  before.  They  prefer  heavy  rather  than  light  soils.  Like  the  Rose, 
the  Peony  is  a  gross  feeder.  Plant  so  that  the  eyes  or  buds  are  not  more  than  two  inches  be¬ 
low  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Too  deep  planting  is  detrimental  to  the  blooming  habit  of  the 
plant,  and  is  sometimes  the  cause  of  the  plant  not  blooming  at  all.  They  should  be  spaced  about 
3  feet  apart.  When  used  for  hedging,  set  24  inches  apart.  It  is  better  to  cut  down  your 
Peonies  as  soon  as  the  leaves  stop  growing  or  begin  to  look  unsightly,  usually  in  September. 
When  you  fertilize  use  bonemeal  and  acid  phosphate.  Well  rotted  manure  can  be  used  after 
they  become  established.  Wood  ashes  will  help.  Peonies  do  not  like  to  be  moved,  therefore, 
it  is  best  to  place  them  where  they  will  establish  themselves.  For  winter  protection  a  light  cov¬ 
ering  of  straw  is  sufficient.
